Claims 26, 1 00, 1 02, 1 04-1 1 2, 1 1 4, 1 33, 1 34, and 1 42-1 44 now renumbered 1 - 
18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Nabors et al. and Franklin et al. disclose purchase request records stored in a 
computer system remotely accessible via a network and created from data received 
from potential buyers with the data including buyer contact information and product 
information. Nabors et al. and Franklin et al. did not disclose a computer storage 
medium configured to assign each of the purchase request records to only a subset of 
participating sellers according to the purchase request criteria, the purchase request 
criteria for each of the participating sellers predetermined according with a relationship 
between a lead distributor and each of the plurality of participating sellers. 

Brian S. Akre; "Car-buying services find you deals online; [Final Edition]" 
discloses Internet car-buying services that take the haggling out of purchasing a car or 
truck by providing information from dealers. Brian S. Akre; "car-buying services find you 
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deals on line; [Final Edition]" did not disclose a computer storage medium configured to 
assign each of the purchase request records to only a subset of participating sellers 
according to the purchase request criteria, the purchase request criteria for each of the 
participating sellers predetermined according with a relationship between a lead 
distributor and each of the plurality of participating sellers.

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It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary art. 
Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill 
could not have been expected to achieve it. NOR would they have been able to predict 
the results, and as such, they would have not capability of expecting success.
